DEAD & WOUNDED IN STREETS 


LONDON, June 23—An exchange telegraph dis- 


patched today received from Londonderry declared a 
pitched battle was raging in the streets of that city 
and that there were many dead and wounded lying 
in the streets. 


BELFAST, Ireland, June 22—An orgy of hate is 
sweeping 


this city. 
Fast friends last week are now deadly enemies seek- 


ing each other's lives. This Ulsterite stronghold is tense with 
possibilities. The whole of Ulster seems on the brink of savage 
civil war. 


Troops are guarding the Unionist

are sniping them from housetops. 
Bombs are freely used. Sev- 


eral buildings are burning. 


Sniping was resumed again tonight. 
A woman was killed 


by a snipper's bullet. 


The Unionist of-, Belfast are debating a plan to march on 


the Sein Fincrs in Londonderry. 


Barricades have been thrown up throughout the city. Ri- 


flemen are firing from behind barracks. The Unionist headuar- 
ters are decorated with Union Jacks while Sein Fine dwellings 
,are flying the Republican tri-color. English troops are guard- 
ing all trains entering Derry, but there is frequent sniping atf 
them. 


An attempt this morning to raid the mails was frustrated 


by the military. Two were killed this morniqng and one is dy- 
ing. The latter declares he was stood up against a wall and 
shot by Sein Finers whom he mentioned by name- 


Ulsteritcs are circulating a story about the murder of 


Howard M. Clay, son of the Governor of Derry, to the effect that 
Sein Fine apprentice boys seized him in the 
outskirts of the 


town and demanded that he tell them the whereabouts of Union 
rifles. 
He failed to give them satisfaction. 
The Sein Finers 


searched him and found a 
revolver 
with 
ammunition in his 


pockets. 


They then bound and gagged him threw him on the road- 


side and riddled him with bullets. For four hours removal of 
his body was forbidden. Then a hearse coming from the city 
was held up and the driver ordered to take the corpse to the 
victim's father.

WASHINGTON, June 23—The United States 
government 


has quietly made known to France and England its belief that 
the two Allies cannot hope to collect from Germany the large 
indemnity proposed afc the recent 
conferences of premiers, it 


was learned today. 
It is understood America's position has been 


made clear to France and Great Britain on several occasions and 
by sujrpstions from Albert Rathbonc, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, and unofficial representative of the United States on 
the Reparations Commission. At the same time it was empha- 
si/od by officials here that this government has not attempted 
to exert pressure on the Allies to be more lenient in indemnity 
matter.". The tentative indemnity figures reported to have been 
put forward at Bologna was 120 billion marks.

ination, the statement declared.

thousand miles away from the. polit- 
ical maelstroms of the east, the news- 
papers published in full the special 
intterview given by President Wilson 
to the New York World, the fulsome 
praise given Senator Harding by for- 
mer President Taft, the unequivocal 
support given the Republican nom- 
inee and platform by Herbert Hoover 
and at the same time dispatches de- 
scribing: the ominous silence of Hiram 
Johnson and the mysterious refusal 
by William G. McAdoo to be a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination. 


All this came on western folks like 


a torrent out of the sky so, here, 
where they think without rancor and 
vote without boss rule, a crois section 
of opinion is especially significant. 


President Wilson's interview creat- 


ed hardly a ripple. The President is 
so generally considered out of the po- 
litical game that his vehement ex- 
pressions about the Republican na- 
tional 
convention passed 
without 


much comment. Far from consider- 
ing the 
Republican convention to 


have been "scientifically 
Prussian,"' 


as Mr. Wilson describes it the people 
Sere rather got the impression that 
the Republican convention wag un- 
scientifically American and simply a 
typical example of 
what 
happen* 


when 986 delegates are confined to a 
single room with sweltering tempera- 
tures and a confusing primary ajri- 
tem. They couldnt be a bit »ur- 
j>riged if the Democratic conye»tiMi 
wallows around in an equally un- 
scientific mass meeting.

--ffectively hereabouts when he talks

Barricades have been thrown up throughout the city. Ri- 


flemen are firing from behind barracks. The Unionist headuar- 
ters are decorated with Union Jacks while Sein Fine dwellings 
,are flying the Republican tri-color. English troops are guard- 
ing all trains entering Derry, but there is frequent sniping atf 
them. 


An attempt this morning to raid the mails was frustrated 


by the military. Two were killed this morniqng and one is dy- 
ing. The latter declares he was stood up against a wall and 
shot by Sein Finers whom he mentioned by name- 


Ulsteritcs are circulating a story about the murder of 


Howard M. Clay, son of the Governor of Derry, to the effect that 
Sein Fine apprentice boys seized him in the 
outskirts of the 


town and demanded that he tell them the whereabouts of Union 
rifles. 
He failed to give them satisfaction.
